She is now 
at liberty under $5000 bonds await- 
ing the outcome of the coroner's in- 
quiry. 
It was learned today that while 


the police do not believe Mrs. Angle 
had any direct connection with the 
death, they do believe she knows who 
was responsible for it, and may be 
regarded as a very material witness. 
The theory on which the police, it is 
nnderstood, are working, is that a 
second man was in the Angle apart- 
ments after Ballou left last Tuesday 
night, that the latter returned unex- 
pectedly and found him there and 
that a quarrel ensued during which 
Ballou 
received the 
blow which 


caused his death. 
The police claim 


to be in possession of evidence to 
substantiate the theory and which it 
is said may lead to an arrest. 


The coroner expects to resume his 


Inquest Friday, ^.and meantime, the 
chemists employed by the investiga- 
tors are continuing their analysis of 
the mysterious stains found at the 
Angle apartments, including the most 
recently discovered marks 
on the 


matting near Mrs. Angle's bed. The 
discovery of this stain, is understood 
to have been one of the reasons for 
the sudden postponement of the in- 
quest yesterday.

-The bodies of -Archduke Francis 


Ferdinand 
and his consort, 
the 


Duchess of Honenberg, arrived here 
on a special train at 6 o'clock this 
morning from Sa§iyevo. They were 
accompanied by the members of the 
household. The town was draped in 
black while all the lamp posts were 
covered with crepe. Flags on all 
buildings were at half mast. Guards 
of honor from the army and navy 
•ft ere drawn up along the platform 
and behind them_were gathered the 
local authorities, the school children 
of the town and a dense crowd of 
citizens. 


The coffins were removed from 


the cars by bluejacket^ and after a 
prayer by a priest, were conveyed 
amid the roll of muffled drums and 
the tolling of church bells to the 
royal yacht Dalmat lying in the riv- 
er. 
They were covered with mili- 


tary flags and wreaths, while on the 
yacht itself "were- hundreds of floral 
offerings from military and naval of- 
ficers and civilians. 
As the yacht 


left the guard of honor fired a gen- 
eral salute. The vessel was preceded 
down the river by a torpedo boat and 
followed by the governor's yacht, on. 
board of which were the members 
of the householdg^of' the archduke 
and ducliess. The -governor also ac- 
companied the bodies while they re- 
mained in. the waters of his terri- 
tory 


Every village and hamlet along the 


river Narenta was draped in mourn- 
ing and their populations headed by 
the municipal officials and -clergy as- 
sembled along the banks, the men' 
and women bearing lighted candles 
and kneeling while the yacht passed 
At the same time the church bells 
tolled and the priests uttered bless- 
ings. 


When the Dalmat 
reached the 


mouth of the river it proceeded di- 
rectly 
to the 
battleship 
Viribus 


Unitis which was lying at 
anchor 


waiting to convey the 
bodies to 
Trieste. 


The yachts fired a salute of 19 


guns as she came alongside the bat- 
tleship and the coffins 
were then 


transferred to the after deck of the 
Viribus Umtis 
which had 
been 


transformed into a mortuary chapel 
decorated with flags. Here the bod- 
ies were again blessed with much 
:eremony by the ship's chaplain in 
the presence of the members of the 
household and the naval officers 
while the entire crew was drawn up 
in a circle around them. 


The Viribus Unitis weighed anchor 


at 9 o'clock and sailed 
northward 


with the archducal standard flying at 
half mast. 


The battleship Viribus Unitis is pro- 


ceeding slowly toward Trieste so as

ESCAPED AFTER THE 


ZAGATECAS BATTLE

Tor r eon, June 30.—Railroad men 


brought the information today that 
General Medina Barren, commander 
of the federal garrison, defeated last 
Tuesday at Zacatecas, had reached 
Aguescahentes with only fourteen 
men. General Barren was wounded 
in the thigh, they said. 


The body of General Olea, another 


federal commander, has been found 
on the Zacatecas battlefield accord- 
ing to reports to General Villa. A 
son of General Barron, a major also 
was killed and his body found and 
identified. 


The only group of federals which 


left Zacatecas in any order was one 
of about 200 men it has been learn- 
ed. All others fled panic 
stricken. 


So far as it has been possible to as- 
certain, the federals who managed to 
escape numbered more than 300. 
The garrison consisted of from four- 
teen to fifteen thousand men. About 
5,000 were taken prisoners. 


The extensive battle ground has 


made accurate figures difficult to se- 
cure. 
On the Guadelupe road lead- 


ing to the city some two thousand 
federals died while more than 430 
bodies were found in redoubts 
and 


trenches round the-.hill El Grille.

The object of the memorandum, 


it was said, was to combat the pro- 
posals presented by the

to

tantamount 
to reducing electoral 


liberty in Mexico to a sham' as _the 
elections would be held tinder pres- 
sure in favor of Carranza. This, 'it 
was argued, would be bad for Mex- 
ico and for the United States as wel! — 
as for Carranza, as it would cause 
bad feeling between the two peoples 
and Carranza would always be" re- 
garded as the nominee and subordi- 
nate of the American government. 


For this reason, it is stated, the 


Mexican delegates rejected the pro- 
posals in question without even con- 
sulting their own government 
for 


they could not countenance any ar- 
rangement enabling the Washington 
government to put in a president in 
Mexico. 


The Mexican delegates in the doc- 


ument ask why the government at 
Washington objects to the establish- 
ment of a neutral provisional gov- 
ernment which the Mexican dele- 
gates 
had immediately 
accepted. 


Their only answer, they say, can be 
that the Washington 
government 


does not desire electoral liberty in 
Mexico. 


President Wilson, they assert, has 


constantly alleged the welfare of the 
Mexican people to be the reason for 
his attitude and the delegates said 
they thought the Mexican 
people 


should be consulted as to what they 
regarded as their welfare and not 
have it forced on. them. 


The Mexican delegates denied that- 


the advance of the revolution proved 
sentiment in Mexico favored Car- 
ranza as states containing two-thirds 
of the country's inhabitants were 
controlled by the revolution. But, 
even supposing that national senti- 
ment favored Carranza, his election, 
they pointed out, was certain under 
a neutral government and there was 
no necessity for 
putting him 
in 


through a provisional government 
under his influence. 
If Carranza 


was elected at a free election, they 
pointed out, he might be a success- 
ful 
and 
respectable 
president, 


capable' of pacifying 
the 
country, 


but if put in by Washington, they 
argued, he would he hampered by 
discredit and accused 
Jjy 
popular 


clamor of treason 
ancf perpetual 


subordination to the orders of the ' 
White House. 
If the Washington 


government insisted on its proposals 
the delegates contended, the-negoti- 
ations would fail and civil strife in * 
Mexico would continue and even if 
the revolutionary armies were vic- 
torious, it would only be at the cost 
of much suffering and 
bloodshep. 


They said it was unbecoming to the 
government of a great civilized peo- 
ple such as the Americans, to ac- 
cept responsibility for tbese horrors 
when the same result could be at- 
tained by an honorable and peaceful 
exercise of the ballot. 


These reasons, they declared, also 


prevented the Mexican delegates ac- 
cepting an electoral committee with 
a constitutionalist majority set up 
expressly for the nurpose of securing 
the triumph of a" given party. Nor 
could the Mexican delegates accept 
the proposal for the indefinite pres- 
ence of American sea and land 
forces as elections in Mexico could 
not and ought not to be held under 
seeming pressure. 


Senor Esteva Ruiz stated that af- 


ter the memorandum had been pre- 
sented, an agreement 
had been 


reached between the 
Mexican and 


American delegates but it conld not 
be given out because the Mexican 
government had made some observa- 
tions on it.

disciple of the new.faith who devoted 
himself to preaching "the unsearch- 
able riches of ..Christ." 


If St. Paul was not the: author of 


the phrase, "A woman's place is in^the 
home," he at least 
gavfe 
frequent 


expressions to the idea. He constant- 
ly preached, the subjection of-women 
to their husbands, and advised wives 
who thirsted for knowledge to consult 
those oracular -authorities their hus- 
bands. He emphasized the superiority 
of the masculine intellect, and, if he 
admitted that women have souls, he 
assuredly did not believe that they 
possessed much if any mind. Paul's 
ideal husband was literally a lord and 
master, and unquestioned 
obedience 


was his right. He warned tlie ladies 
to keep silent in the churches. Meek- 
ness and humility were among the 
virtues of the fair sex most admired 
by Paul. . For many centuries Chris- 
tendom accepted his estimate of the 
feminine intellect—or lack of -it—and 
it was not until the last century that 
women were admitted • to the pulpit. 
What a sad spectacle 
would be af- 


fordered St. Paul if he could return to 
earth today and hear clergywomen ex- 
pounding his epistles, and to see the 
inferior sex exalted to the position of 
toeing the principal prop and support 
of the church of which he was one 
of the founders. 


iSt. Paul's views regarding woman- 


kind have quite naturalliy made the 
Hebrew of Tarsus an object of scorn 
and derision to the suffragists. ,With 
great gusto the 
"votes-for-women"' 


crusaders quote a description, 
from 


Christian sources, of Paul's personali- 
ity—"a man small in stature, bald- 
headed, -bow-legged, 
stout,

remainder of the pen picture—"for at 
one time he seemed like a man at an- 
other time he had the

of an 


angel.." . 


St: Paul lookked upon marriage

Shortly before the outbreak of the 


Revolution Benjamin Franklin, then 
postmaster general for the American 
colonies, was in London trying to get 
fair treatment for the Americans. His 
petition was dismissed by the govern- 
ment as "groundless, scandalous and 
vexatious," and he lost his Official post 
C)n returning to ;his lodgings that night, 
says Lossing's "Pictorial "Field Book of 
the Revolution,'1 Franklin .took off the 
suit of clothes he had worn and de- 
clared that he would never wear it. 
again until he should sign the degra- 
dation of England and the independ- 
ence of America. More than ten years 
later he donned the suit again when 
he signed the treaty of peace which 
freed the United States.

Buoyancy of Fresh and Salt Water. 
A Chinese lad dropped his ball in 'a 


liarrow hole and could not set it out. 
So he poured water in the hole, think- 
ing that he would float the ball to the 
surface. As the ball was slightly heav- 
ier than -water, it remained on the bot- 
tom. 
Then he thought of mixing salt 


with the water, as he knew that salt 
water would float denser objects than 
fresh. This he did and was rewarded 
Hvith the floating bail. 


This particular fact is demonstrated 


at the mouths of rivers. Objects rolling 
along the bottom of a fresh river, too 
heavy to come to the top, will rise 
when they are carried out to sea. The 
general rule also applies to floating 
bodies. For instaHee, a ship with a 
cargo on the sea will sink sometimes a 
foot on entering a fresh water port. 
On the other hand, if she leaves a fresh 
water port with her cargo -she win rise 
when entering the ocean. So a ship 
may be loaded apparently too mudb at 
a wharf and still be all right on the 
waves. 
. In building a dam the fact of salt 
water's being heavier than fresh must 
be taken into consideration, and the 
dam for the same head must be a good 
deal stronger; this, too, without taking 
into consideration the beating of waves, 
etc.—St. .Louis Republic.

TORRENS LAND LAW 


GOES INTO EFFECT 


WEDNESDAY JULY 1 


, 
The new- Torrens land registry, 


l.dw becomes effective Wednesday in 
Ohio. This is the enactment of the 
last legislature by which the state 
guarantees titles to lands. 


The law has such provisions that 
title to land, legally registered, can 
never be questioned. The state guar- 
antees .the title to be good. If the 
purchaser of/land is dispossessed by 
reason of an error.of the court in 
the original decree or through fraud, 
or. other causes, 'the state reimburses 
him from his.loss. 


.The statute is a bulky affair, con- 


sisting of 118 
sections, 
requiring 


forty-seven pages of- closely printed 
matter. 
It is not an altogether new sys- 


tem. In. Australia '--it has 
been in 


practice.for fifty years, where it or- 
iginated." It is now in use in Great 
^Britain arid- all possessions, includ- 
ing Canada;-. The registry 
is not 


mandatory, but' ^permissible, and is 
regarded as a great protection to 
land purchasers. 


The law -provides fo^ appointment 


of an '"examiner Of titles," to 
be 


made by the presiding common pleas 
judge of each county. Judge Fulton 
expects to name hi§tappointee within 
a few-days, he said, Tuesday. The 
law requires that the examiner shall 
be an attorney at law.

Charles Colernan Heyes. 


Charles Coleman Hayes was born 


at Dublin, Franklin county, Ohio, on 
July 25, 1825, and died at Spring

and to Spring City, Tenn., in 


1891. 


Mr. Hayes served in the

Ohio volunteer infantry, company D, 
as a lieutenant. 


He. joined the Methodist church in 


Granville on coming .here and was 
superintendent of the Sunday school 
for many years. 
He remained 
a 


member of the Methodist church 
throughout his life. 


He became a member of the Ma- 


sonic lodge about 1849, 
and

master of Center Star lodge No. 11 
from 1860 to 1862.' He was after- 
ward by demit, transferred to the 
lodge at Hanover, 0., and later to 
that at Spring City; Tenn., and was a 
member there at- the time of his 
death.
